After we pass the record, if, we 
do, we will stay near the field 80 
that we can glide in if the motor 
quits.“ 

An Up to the Motor. 

Previously the flyers, who start- 
ed the venture July 21, planned to 
stay up until Aug. 21, about 750 
hours. The smoothness with which 
the engine of their monoplane con- 
tinues to run apparently has in- 
spired the flyers to attempt to dou- 
ble the Hunter brothers’ mark. The 
morale and health of the flyers 
makes this appear possible, pro- 
viding their motor continues to 
turn the propeller. 

Statistics on the flight so far, as 
estimated by the retusting crew, 
are as follows: 

The Greater St. Louis has trav- 
eled about 32,000 miles, or 7200 
miles. farther than a flight 
around the world. } 

In 119 contacts with the re- 
fueler 4930 gallons of gasoline 
and 220 gallons of oil have been 
delivered to the endurance ship. 

The propeller has made about 
43,000,000 revolutions. 

The engine valves have each 
opened and closed 21,500, 000 
times.

The article, obviously inspired 
by the Government, was taken by 
observers to have been timed to 
appear during the visit of United 
States Senators Wheeler of Mon- 
tana, Cutting of New Mexico and 
Barkley of Kentucky, who are tour- 


ing Russia to study its economic 
development. : 

The writer makes it clear that 
the matter Is not one of “recogni- 
tion,’ as “from those who. dur- 
ing 13 years did not find time to 
recognize us, we do not need any 
legal sanction for our official ex- 


istence, all that is needed is an 

change of normal diplomacy in 
which two powerful but economic- 
ally and politically different coun- 
tries indicate the necessity for their 
peaceful existence.” 

‘The sooner official circles in 
the United States realize that this 
is the only true path to follow, 
the sooner will come to an end the 
existing disgraceful situation be- 
‘ween both countries,” the article 
says, 

Concerning recent United States 
overnment activities in relation 
to imports from Soviet Russia, 
Osinsky continues: 

“The Americans complain about 
the Soviet dumping goods in the 
\"nited States. This is our internal 
affair and no barons of monopo- 
stile capitalism will be able to hold 
ltussia back from developing its do- 
mestic industry. 

“If we must spend millions of 
lollars on equipment for our indus- 
tries, most of it imported from 
abroad, does not this mean that we 
must have credits from outside in 
order to prevent intensive develop- 
ient of Soviet exports.

Will Durant Thinks Training 


For Public Office Holding

Only Salvation of Democracy 


Author Declares That Dishonest Service to 
Machine Is Now the Way of 
Advancement in Politics. 


Ev the Atsocla ted Press. 
UNICERSITY, Va., Aug. 12. 


Win Durant, New Tork author, 
told the Virginia Institute ot Pub- 
lic Affairs here yesterday that there 
was no way out of the domination 


of political life in the United 
States by men of third-fate abil- 
ity except to make education a 
qualification for office. . 

In his address on “Is Democracy 
a Failure?” Durant said the final 
“breakdown of democracy ap- 
peared in the increasing insecurity 
of life in our cities, where political 
machines were in league with the 
world of crime, end in the inabfl- 
ity of Congress to face the com- 
plex economic problems confront- 
ing it every day.“ 

“I should like to see in all our 
great universities, schools of pub- 
lic administration in which stu- 
dents would be prepared as specif- 
ically and technically for the tasks 
of government as they are now 
prepared for medicine, engineering 
and law; and no one should be eli- 
gible to municipal office unless he 
had received such training,” he 
said. 

Besides higher educational train- 
ing, the speaker proposed a grad- 


uate public service, giving as an ex- 
ample the suggestion that the May- 
or of a first class city first should 
be Mayor of a second class city 
and the Mayor of a second class 
city should first be a Mayor of a 
third class city. 
Salvation of Democracy. 

Education, he said, was his sug- 
gestion for salvaging democracy. 

Under his plan every adult would 
vote, but no one could vote for an 
unqualified candidate. Democra- 
cy would be made fool- proof, ~: 
added. 

There is no way, short of dicta- 
torship, he said, to escape from the 
clutch of the political machines ex- 
cept education. 

He held that democracy had be- 
come unreal because of the decay 
of the economic basis on which it 
once rested in America— “free land, 
free competition, national isolation 
and the comparative self-efficien- 
cy or economic independence of the 
individual homestead.” 

„The speaker asserted that de- 
mocracy has given neither govern- 
ment by the people, nor govern- 
ment by the best, and that the 
path of office lay now not in hon- 
est service to the people, but in 
dishonest service to the machine.

Civil War Gunboat Partly 


Uncovered in Mississippi 


Craft Sunk in 1862 Disclosed by Receding 
Waters of River Below Kimmswick— 
Part of Inland Fleet. 


Mississippi river bluffs below 
fimmswick, Jefferson County, has 
uncovered the historic hull of a 
Federal gunboat, sunk in Cfvil War 
days, and concealed from view 
since, save at a few times of low 
water like the present. 

No rebel shell sunk the oaken 
craft, which was once protected by 
iron plates and stout wooden bul. 
warks. Neighborhood tradition has 
it that the boat, whose name no 
one now recalls, was wrecked in 
an ice jam with other gunboats 
and mortar boats of the inland 
navy, and was abandoned, after re- 
moval of its machinery and most 
of its plates. A section of rusty 
iron still projects from the bow. 

The front portion of the hull is 
now out of water for a length of 
about 90 feet. The gunboats built 
at Carondelet by Capt. James B. 
Eads and other builders were 175 
to 190 feet long. Only one side of 


the hull, which was in two sep- 
arate compartments, is out of the 
water. 

B. J. Waters, who was a boy in 
the neighborhood in Civil. War 
days, and has lived there most of 
the time since, has seen the hull 
several times before. He was told, 
as àa child, that the sinking oc- 
curred in 1862. The small inlet in 
which the wreck lies was once 
known.as Windsor Harbor. The 
country home of Fred Anheuser 
now overlooks the scene. 


A fleet of gunboats, built under 
Capt Eads’ direction at Caronde- 
let; was launched in 1861 and 
1862. Most of them became part 
of Foote’s flotilla, and were used 
in the naval operations in the 
lower river, against Fort Henry, 
Island No. 10, Fort. Pillow and 
Vicksburg. The Kimmswick wreck 
represents one boat which did not 
last long enough to get into those 
momentous engagements.

The Ohio Board of*Censors has prohibited the

a light and might create too strong a sentiment in 
favor of the prisoners of th ecrowded State peniten- 
tiaries. 

“The Big House” tells the story of an attempted 
jail delivery which leads to open warfare and results 
in the death of a number of guards and several con- 
victs. It is based largely on the riots which occurred 
at the Auburn and Clinton prisons in New York last 
summer and in the Colorado penitentiary last fall. 
It presents, with a minimum of sentimentality, a sup 
prisingly faithful and effective picture of prison con- 
ditions, embodying incidental preachments against 
overcrowding, idleness and the negligence of legisla- 
tors in providing adequate facilities. It thus offers 
a damning indictment of the situation which led to 
the suffocation and cremation of 320 prisoners in the 
Ohio penitentiary holocaust of April 21, a situation 
which the government of that State has as yet taken 
no effective steps to remedy. 
The action taken against this film is an inexcus- 
able abuse of authority. There is no pretense that 
it is obscene, incendiary or otherwise unfit for pub 
lic exhibition. The only possible effect of its show- 
ing might be to arouse sentiment in favor of exten- 
sion and improvement of the State’s penal plant. The 
Ohio authorities have revealed themselves as pecul- 
iarly sensitive even to an inference of indirect critt- 
cism of their official conduct. They are acting, not 
to protect the citizens of the State, but to protect 
themselves from public disapproval which is richly 
deserved. Their method is the methods of Stalin 
and Mussolini, not the method of American democ- 
racy. It reveals the inherent danger of all forms 
of censorship. 
We hope that the people of Ohio will refuse to 
tolerate such arrogance on the part of responsible

New Problems From Prison Goods Law 


Hawes-Cooper act, empowering states to keep out prison-made goods, creates prob- 
lem of how to employ inmates; facts being gathered as to effect of law and 
how to meet it; Gov. Caulfield thinks reorganization of industries may benefit 
prisoners; predicts greater diversification and better training of inmates for life. 


HE securing of employment for the 

prisoner has not only been the most dif- 

ficult problem in prison administration. 
but it has been the point of discord. Clashes 
have constantly occurred between the free 
manufacturer and the prison contractor, the 
Prison Warden and organized labor, the 
Legislature and the executives, the econom- 
ically minded reformer and the pérsons in- 
terested in the individual. problem of the 
prisoner. All have agreed on only one point. 
There must be a solution. 
The present situation is in striking con- 
trast, despite the wrangles over the Hawes 
Cooper act. There is a united front, and 
co-operation on the part of everyone. Gov- 
ernment officials, reformers, the well ir- 
formed labor leaders, manufacturers and 
members of the Legislature all have com- 
bined to face the problem anew, to gather 
the facts, to study the problems of each in- 
dividual state in the light of these facts 
and to develop a co-ordinate workable, 
practical system of prison labor through- 
out the United Sttaes. 

* + * 

The new movement took definite form at 
a conference, called jointly by the National 
Committee on Prisons and Prison Labor and 
the officials of Virginia, which was held in 
Richmond in March. The prison situation 
was thoroughly canvassed and especialiy 
was a clear explanation demanded of the 
Hawes-Cooper act, passed by Congress in 
1929, and the restrictions which it will im- 
pose. As there is widespread misunder- 
standing of this act, it seems advisable to 
include the explanation at this point: 
The Hawes-Cooper act divests prison- 
made goods of their interstate character 
in certain cases and subjects them to the 
laws of the state which they enter, to the 
same extent and in the same manner as 
if they were produced in that state. It ‘s 
simply an enabling act, following exactly 
the analogy of the Wilson liquor law which 
was held constitutional, not on the basis 
of its application te liquor, but on the basis 
of the power of Congress to divest itself 


of certain powers given it under the Con- 
stitution,

the states will adopt laws requiring the la- 
beling of all prison goods—those produced 
in their own prisons or entering from some 
other state. These labeling laws will force 
the abolition of the prison contract system. 
as with the goods properly labeled it will 
be impossible for the prison contractors to 
continue the cut-throat marketing practices 
which have characterized their operations 
and the prison contracts will prove un- 
profkable and. therefore, undesirable. 

The labels will not prevent the interstate 
sale of prison goods for consumption v 
state departments and institutions. but wi!! 
make it possibie for the buyer to know the 
source of the goods and estimate the value 
of the goods, their price and desirability. 


The importance of this movement is Mus- 
trated by the fact that the Governors at 
their recent conference at Salt Lake City 
devoted an entire session to it. While the 
opposition to the Hawes-Cooper act is very 
strong, the constructive movement won wide 
approval. 

The main address on the Hawes-Cooper 
act was given by Gov. Caulfield of Missouri. 
who reported upon the answers he had re- 
eeived from the Governors of many states 
in regard to the situation in their states. 
He then gave the following statement of 
his own conclusions: * 

“The situation, then, ts not entirely hope- 
less. In fact, it is possible that the re- 
organization of prison industries which must 
necessarily follow the Hawes-Cooper act 
may be found to be a benefit to the prison 
administration and the prisoners, and like- 
wise to the state and the state's institutions. 
The state use system will no doubt result 
in great diversification, and this will give 
better training of the prisoners for after 
life, .

When 
about 12 years old, the youngster 
lost his only friend, indeed, his only 
acquaintance, by drowning. This 
happened in the wilds of Canada, 
and after a heart-breaking search 
for his lost friend, the boy headed 
south alone with the outfit, mak- 
ing for the cattle gnd horse coun- 
try of the States which he regarded 
as home. ‘Thereafter, tntil too 
much barbed wire stopped him, he 
“blew” from ranch to ranch, from 
Mexico to Canada, perfecting his 
as a tamer of horses and 
clinging to his boyhood dream of 
making pictures of the things he 
loved. 

It’s a great story, regardless of 
literary canons—or rather because 
of the only literary canons that 
really matter much.

The application of three alleged 
kidnapers of Sam Scorfina, St. 
Louis grocer, for a writ of habeas 
corpus to prevent their removal 
to St, Clair County, III., tor trial 
was denied by the Missouri Su- 
preme Court this afternoon after a 
brief hearing in chambers. - 

The defendants, Baptista Bom- 
marito, Mike Lombardo and Sora 
Mantia are now in the City Jai) in 
St. Louis. A second application for 
habeas corpus writs, scheduled to 
be heard today in St. Louis by Cir- 
cuit Judge Sprague, will be heard 
instead next Friday. 

Bommarito, Lombardo and Man- 
tia are charged in indictments at 
Belleville, with armed robbery and 
kidnaping for ransom, the latter a 
capital offense. The charges are 
based upon the abduction of Scor- 
fina, who was seized in East. St. 
Louis on July 12 and taken to a 
house near Ste. Genevieve, Mo., 
from which he later escaped. 

In the hearing at Jefferson City 
today it was pointed out for the 
State that while the habeas corpus 
application attacked the validity of 
a fugitive warrant upon which the 
men were arrested, they are now 
actually held on a Missouri war- 
rant, charging kidnaping to rob. 
The fugitive warrants were dis- 
missed recently by the Circuit At- 
torney at St. Louis to block the 
habeas corpus proceeding. 

After the hearing Arthur W. 
Johnson, an ‘associate of former 
Circuit Attorney Sidener as defense 
counsel, expressed the opinion that 
another application for habeas 
corpus writs would be filed in 
which the contention would be 
made that the deféndants should 
be tried in St. Louis instead of in 
Belleville.

valuation. However, Wehmeyer 
declared. it is proposed at first to 
levy only a one-cent rate, which he 
thought would yleld $260,000 a 
year. 

If the bill should be enacted into 
law, with an emergency clause, the 
new tax would be collected on tax 
bills of December, 1931. Weh- 
meyer said he was opposed to 
opening the hospital until the seg- 
islation is passed, but that if the 
law were passed the revende could 
be anticipated by warrants. 

A $1,000,000 bond issue to erect 
the hospital was voted in the coun- 
ty in 1927, but ho move was made 
to get legislation for operation in 
the 1929 Legislature, partly be- 
cause it was thought general rev- 
enue could support the place. In 
order to keep within the fund 
available for construction, the 
County Court had to eliminate 
proposed units for isolation and 
tubercular patients. The units 
now being finished are the gener- 
al hospital, the nurses’ heme, the 
superintendent’s residehce and the 
powerhouse and laundry. 

Aegerter & Bailey, architects of 
the hospital, who contracted to de- 
sign it for $15,000, are planning 
to sue the county for an addition- 
al $18,000 fee for extensive~plans 
for the tubercular and isolation 
units, officials said.
